nor marteriall, cauſeleſle recitals, tau- 
tologies, and multiplication of words, 
and all other imperrtinencies occaſion- 
ing necdleſle prol ixity be avoided, and 
the ancient brevity and ſuccinAneſle 
in Bils, and other pleadings reſtored, 
and upon any defaulr hercin the part 
and counſell under whoſe hand ir paf- 
ſerh, ſhall pay the charpe of the copie, 
and be further puniſhed as the caſe 
fhall merit. 

2, When the Defendants have an- 
ſvered the Plaintiftes, and their coun- 
ſell are ſeriouſly to adviſe of the an- 
ſwers, and if they finde that upon the 
anſwer alone, without further proofe, 
there be ſufficient ground for an'or- 
der or decree to proceed upon the an- 
ſver withour further lengrhening the 
cauſe, or if it be needfull to prove one 
or a few particular points to reply un- 
to thoſe points , and not. to. draw into 
pleading , or proofes any more than 
thoſe neceſlary points, thereby making 
long bookes, and putting both fides ro 
unneceſlary charges , the defaulters 
herein to be puniſhed by paying -the 
charge of the copies , or otherwilc, as 
the cauſe ſhall require. 

3- That interrogatories for exami- 
ning witneſles be drawne only upen 
paints materiall, and not upon matters 
K 4 which 
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Which are either confeſſed jn the-plead- 
ings, or are tmpertinent and needlefle 
to be proved,” That the 'arricles which 
are uſually thtuſt' info 'the bepinning 
of every Schedule of interrogatories, 
as it were of forme or courſe, totiching 
the witneſles knowledge of parties, 
plaintiftes or defendants'of the lands, 
towns, & places in the pleadings;and 
the like,be nor ſo needleſlyuſed as they 
are, blur if (for crofle examinitig an 
witneſic, or for other ſpecialt reaſon, it 
ſhall be neceflary ro miniſter''any ſuch 
queſtion, every man'is left arliberty to 
doe therein as much.as ſhall be perti- 
nent and needfull in a doe and fitting 
place, and if any ſhall offend againſt 
Nite the party and ſuch as drew the-in- 
terrogatories ſhal be pyniſh ed by pay- 
ing as much as the orher fide is by thar 
meahes' over=-charged in copies, and 
further as the caſe ſhall merir. 

4+ When rhe parties are ar iflue, and 
doe proceed ro exatninarion of witnel- 
ſcs either in Court, or by Cemmillion, 
as the interrogatories are to be perti- 
nent and mareriall,fo the witneſles are 
to be ſorted by thoſe that produce them, 
that they'may be examined upon ſuch 
interrogatories as are proper and fe 
for then, and not ro examine a multi» 
rude of witfiefſes' upon a multitude of 


queſtions altogerher unknown to them, 
| as 
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as it is too frequently done upon paine 
that where _ proflc abuſe 9 defaule 
herein ſhall bee made appeare to the 
Courr, the defaulter ſhall pay as much 
as the other fide is by that meanes over- 
charged in copies, and ſhall be further 
puniſhed if the Court ſee cauſe. 

5. When a Commiſlion is awarded 
co examine witnefles, if by the defaulr 
of him thar hath the carriage of the 
Commiſſion or his Commiſſioners no- 
thing is done , ke ſhall beare all the 
charge that the other fide was put unta 
abour that Commiſlion, either for Fees 
of Court, bringing , or entertaining 
Commiſſioners or witnefles, or other- 
wile to be aſcertained by the oath of 
the party, or of him thar disburſed the 
money for him ,” and ſhall renew rhe 
Commiſſion ar his own charges. 

6. When a Commiſſion is awarded 
to examine witneſles, and the one ſide 
produceth and examineth all hs wit- 
nefles, and the other fide doth nor, bur 

ray a new Commiſhon, if it be grant- 
ed, he ſhall beare as the charge. of the 
renewed Commiſlion both in Courr 
and in the Countrey, as well for the 
charge and entertainment of his owne 
Commiſſion , as of the Commiſſioners 
of the ether {1de,and rhe orher fide ſhal 
be permitted to crofle examine rhe wit- 


nefles produced by him that reneweth 
the 
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the Commiſſion, bur if he will examine 
any other witneſſes of his owne, then he 
ſhall bearc his owne part of the charge, 
the _— herein mentioned to be aſ- 
certained by the oath of the party,or of 
him thar disburſed the money for him. 
7. He at whoſe inſtance a Commil-_ 
fion to examine witnefles after a for- 
mer Commiſlion executed and return- 
ed is once renewed, and he by whoſc 
defaulr, or by default of his Commiſh1- 
oners a former Commiſlion was not ex- 
ecured, and thereupon ir is renewed, 
thall ar his perill examine all his wit- 
nefles by that renewed Commiſſion, or 
examine them in Courr by the end of 
the Terme wherein that renewed Com- 
miſſion is retournable , without any 
more, or further delay. | 
8. When witnefles are examined in 
Court upon a Schedule of interrogato- 
ries, there ſhall be no new interrogato» 
rie put in to examine the ſame witneſ- 
ſes, bur the witneſles ſhall be examined 
only upon ſuch interrogatories as were 
exhibired before the witneſles t5 be ex- 
amined were ſworne, neither ſhall any 
witnelles be examined in Court after 
the day of publication , rhough rhey 
were ſworne before, ſo as a copic of the 
rule of publication be delivered torhc 
examiner, whereby he may take know- 
ledge of the publication, 
9. When 
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9. When witneſſes are examined in 
Courr, they ſhall perfe& and ſubſcribe 
their depoſitions unto ſuch interroga- 
tories as they have' anſwered dalles 
they depart from rhe Examiner, or his 
deputy , and ſhall nor be permirred to 
make any alterations thereof ar any 
time after, withour leave of the Courr, 
unlefle it be in ſome circumſtance of 
rims, or the like, or for making perfect 
of a ſumme upon view of any deed , 
booke , or writing which the witnefles 
ſhall ſhew to the Examiner, before hee 
admir of ſuch alteration. 

10. The fix Clarkes who arethe on- 
Iy Artournies in this Court, ought to 
informe themſelves continually of the 
fare and* proceedings of their Chents 
Cauſes, whereby they may be able to 
defend their Clients, and to give ac- 
count ro the Court as the Arrournies 
in all other Courts doe , and nor to 
leave the care and knowledge thereof 
upon their under Clarkes who attend 
not in Courr, and the Clients and ſuch 
as: follow their Cauſes are to acquainr 
rheir Attournies for that purpoſe. 

IT. Such as defire ro have their 
Cauſes ſer downe for hearing, muſt re- 

Ire to the ſix Clark that is Arrourney 
mthe Cauſe ,} at -leaſt ſix daies before 
the end of the Term, that the fix Clark

12. The Regiſters in drawing up. 
Orders ſhall uſe all conyenient breyr- 
ry according to the manner of ancicng, 
times, they thall mention the materiall 
Reports, Afﬀidayits, and former Or- 
ders upon which, any new Order is 
g:ounded to have been read, bur ſhall 
nat repeat the ſame, they ſhall ner un- 
lefle it be by ſpeciall dixeRion of the 
_ Court, fill any Order with the diſputes 
of Councell, nor with reaſons and al- 
legations pro & con, nor mention any 
reaſons bur ſuch on which the Court 
relyed in making the Order, andhoſe 
with brevity and cleareneſle,and if they 
deliver a draught or copic of any oy

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Yet to be petuſed by Councell, if ir be 
nor broughr back within 24. houres, 
they ſhall enter the Order without at- 
tending. any longer for an anſwer-from 
Councell, only they ſhall forteare the 
entries of Dectees and diſmifſions, un- 
till they be ſigned;that the Lo: Keeper 
and the Maſter of the Rolls way re- 
forme them, jfthere be cauſe at the 
ligning. 

13. Whereas the exceſiive and un- 
neceſlary lengrh and charge of writs

within a weeke ſatisfic the Plaintife:of 
the invalidity of his exceptions Kr a- 
mend the anſwer in the ſame rime , or 
agree with the Plaintife, or his Attour- 
ney, or Sollicitor to amend ir by ſuch 
a rime as ſhall be agreed on betweene 
them, and doe amend it accordingly | 
c withour purting rhe Plaintife ro obtain 
2 Reference, or make any motion ther- 
abours, then the Defendant ſhall pay 
no coſts , and if any Plainrife 'ſhall 
prefte and procure a: Reference within 
this time, or before this- courſe raken, 
the Reference ſhall be void, as obtain- 
cd furreptitiouſly ; Bur if the Deten- 
dant doe neither ſatisfie the Plainrife, 
nor amend his anſwer in manner atore- 
faid, then if upon Reference or other- 
wiſe his anſwer be ruled inſufficient,he 
ſhall pay coſts.accorging to the courſe 
of rhe Courr. 

17. The Maſters of the Court ſhall 
prefixe convenient, but not overlong 
daics for hearing ſuch matrers as arc 
referred ro them, and at the times pre- 
fixed ſhall proceed without admitting 
any faingd or dilatoric excuſes, _ 
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. aHy char Councell are otherwiſe im- 
pl ed, or cannot atrend, or ate nox 
inſtructed. (there having been notice 
and time enough allowed, or the like, 
and after the daies ſhall ſpecdily ſend 
in their Reports for the caſe of the 
Clients atrendance, which cannot bur 
draw great charge. 

18. If the Caſe be ſuch as the Ma- 
ſer cannor proceed in the abſence of 
either party, or his Counſell withour 
Juſt cauſe abſenring, the Maſter is pre- 
ſently ro certitie the Court of the des 
fault, thar the defaulters may be pu- 
niſhed by Commitment, Coſts, or 0- 
therwiſe, as the cauſe ſhall merit, and 
if the Maſter doe uſe or willingly ad- 
mit any grofle delay, the Reference is 
ro be removed,and the Maſter rebuked 
by-rhe Court.

20. No Reference ſhall be ro a Ma- 
er whether an injunRjon ſhall bee 
granred vox not , but the ſame to paſie

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upon the __ and judgement of 
the Court, bur if the Court thinke the 
marter informed ſufficient for an in- 
junRion, bur is doubrfull of the truth 
any point of the information : The 
Courr,when it cannot otherwiſe be fitly 
done,may be certified thereot by a Ma- 
ſter who is then ro certiftie not only 
whether the information be in ſub- 
Kance true, bur if there appeare other 
marrer ro confefle and avoid, or othere 
wiſe ballance thar information he muſt 
not conceale it, bur give the Court a 
cleare and true information. 

21. No References are to be made 
either tro Maſters, or others (unleſle ir 
be by aflent on both ſides) to heare and 
determine the cauſe upor all the 
proofes or otherwiſe ; but when the 
Court hath heard ir, and reduced ir to 
particular points , ſpecially if theſe 
points haye relation to Accamprs, ar 
marrer of that nature,-the Court may 
fitly leave ſuch ro be reduced to cer- 
tainty by a Maſter. | 

22, The Regiſter ſhall within renne 
daies after the end of every Term cer- 
tifie rothe Lord Keeper what Referen-

poſeth ir ſhall nor pay double coſts. 

24. Where the Maſters of the Court 
doe ſometime by way of inducement fill 
a leafe or rwo of the beginning of their 
Reports , and ſomerimes more with a 
long and particular recitall of theſe 
verall points of the orders of Refe- 
rence, wr hall forbeare ſuch iteratt- 
ons, the ſame appearing ſufficiently in 
the orders, and withour any other re- 
_ then thus, According to an 9r- 

er, or by direRion of an —_ of ſuch 
a dare, ſhall fall direfly into the mat- 
rer of their Report, ſetting downe the 
ſame clearely , bur as briefly as they 
can, for the eaſe both of rhe Courr,and 
the parties. 

25. That Counſellors be carefull 
what morions they make, and eſpecial- 
ly that they move not for any thing 
which may be had of courſe withour 
motion, nor for ſuch thing as cannot be 
granted,as being a conſtant rule of the 
Court or common Juſtice , nor yet for 
ſuch rhings, as being granted, ſerve 
for little or no purpoſe , And before 

L 2 they 
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they move the Courr , they be ſure to 
be well informed and inſtruRed,leſt if 
the orders obtained by them upon miſ- 
information to be after avoided, their 
Clients or themſelves bee deſervedly 
puniſhed with coſts, or otherwiſe. 

26. When orders be made, eſpectal- 
ly if it be upon hearing of Councell on 
both ſides, or after day to ſhew cauſe . 

iven, and none ſhewed there being a 
timely notice, both ſides are ro reſt in 
it without troubling the Court with 
new motions ro croſfle it, unlefſe the 
Counſeliour that moves it,be ſure that 
the marrer he harh to croſſe ir be weigh- 
ry and important, and will be well 
pou upon the motion, ſuch as ſhall 

oe the contrary are to be puniſhed 
with gaod coſts, and otherwiſe, as the 
Court ſhall finde cauſe. 

27. That no Counſellour pur his 
hand ro a Bill, Anſwer, or other plead- 
ing, unlefſe it be drawne by himſelfe, 
or art leaſt peruſed by himſelfe in the 
paper draughr before ir be ingrofled, 
and that the Counſellour that purs his 
hand to any ſuch , ſhall be anſwerable 
for all things therein, eirher againſt 
theſe orders or any other the orders or 
rules of the Court, except only ſuch 
things as are not to be mifliked bur for 
untruth, for which the Cljent if he in- 
formed ir, or fuch as cauſed it ro be pur

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in witheur his warrant or information, 
ſhall be anſwerable. 

28. If any Counſellours ſhall pre- 
ſame to move for one in forme pauperis 
that is not ſo admitted, and ſhall under 
that prerence move a ſecond motion, 
the Regiſter ſhall enrer neither of his 
orders, bur ſhall within foure daies ac- 

uaint the Lord Keeper, or Maſter of 
the Rolls with the abuſe , that he thar 
did it may be condignely puniſhed. 

29. Counſellours before they take on 
them ro informe by motion , or other- 
wiſe that any thing is contained in the 
Bill, An{wers,Pleadings, Proofes pub- 
liſhed , or in any Deeds or Records; 
ought ro be carefull in perufing the 
ſame rhemſelves, and nor to reſt upon 
the information of the Client, or his 
Sollicitor, who cannot ſo well judge of 
them, and whoſe part it is ro produce 
thoſe things unto rhe Counſellours, 
bur ir is the Counſellours part ro dire& 
how far forth the ſame are to be prefled 
or urged to the Count, and they are to 
ſuſtaine the blame or puniſhment , if 
either wittingly or negligently , for 
want of reading or rains, they a- 
buſe rhe Courrt therein. 

30. For avoiding a multitude of idle 
petitions drawne by perſons alrogether 
1gnorant ofthe orders and courſe of the 

ourr,. or the true ſtate of the peritio- 
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ners buſineſs thar petitions before they 
be preſented to rhe Lord Keeper, or 
the Maſter of the Rolls be ſhewed to 
thar fix Clarke , who is the petitioners 
Arroaurney in Court, or to hus, and by 
him approved and ſubſcribed,ftor which 
no Fee ſhall be taken, and this is nor 
to be underſtood of petitions adviſed 
and figned by Councell, nor petitions 
containing any matter of complaine 


again® the Attourney or his under- 
larke 


31. All the Clarkes of this Court,in 
copying, ingroſling, inrolling,or other 
writing, thall doeche ſame fairely, or- 
derly, and Clark-like, not doing it 
waſtfully , nor in lefle Skins or Rolls 
of parchment, or leaves of Paper then 
ought to be , thereby increaſing their 
owne and their Maſters profit, or the 
Subje&s charpe, and Fihe Maſter of 
the Office upon complaint tohim, doe 
not doe right therein,the Lord Keeper, 
or the Maſter of the Rolls ſhall puniſh 
both the Maſtar and the Clarke, and 
yeeld recompence to the complainant 
upon complaint made to either of them, 
within rwo Termes after the offence
